If labor thinks management 
aiid ownership are rewarded too 
hizhly for their share in indus- 
tral production, it should plan 
to acquire a larger stake in these

In New York State alone, the 
labor welfare funds take in about 
half a billion dollars per year and 
have cn hand reserves amounting 
to apprcximately three billion 
dollars. In addition labor unions 
have very large resources in their 
war chests and current operating 
funds. 

Labor receives more than two- 
thirds of the national incon:e. Let 
it buy the freely offered shares 
of chosen industries. By combin- 
ing the efforts of individuals with 
the investment of some of the 
funds of organized labor, thrift 
and saving over a period of years 
would enable labor to own and 
control a very large segment of 
American industry and to share 
fully in the responsibilities and 
rewards of management and own- 
ership.

| Lots of readers, particularly women 
; Who send news of thew churen vircies to 
the Clipper, think the editor a literary 
| butcher in the first degree when he cuts 
| their stones, Lots of people want to see 
| their social or news item appear in the pa- 
per, a... cor letter, and comma for comma 
as they wrote it, 
j ‘hnere are two good reasons for an edi- 
itor to “cut” stories as much as possible, 
irst of all it costs money, and lots of it, to 
get a story into the paper. Second, what is 
| of primary interest to one group is so mueh 
| drivel to another, 
| ‘Yo get one column inch of type for The 
Clipper ready to be printed (before page 
|makeup, presswork, tolding and mauling 
/expenses are added) costs about 20 cents, 
| This includes only the news gathering ex- 
} penses and linotype composition, If an edi- 
tor feels he can get the gist of a story 
across for 50 cents instead of spending a 
dollar and not creating any more reader in- 
| terest, he is going to do it. Paring costs is 
|an important part of any business, and that 
is what newspaper publishing is-——a_ busi- 
that has to show a profit in order to stay. 
The only thing that sells a paper is 
news. Busy people who don’t have time to 
attend council meetings or keep up with 
the myriad activities going on in the clubs, 
schools and churches, take The Clipper so 
that they can sit down and in 30 minutes to 
an hour find out what has been going on 


the past week. 

These folks do not want to read that 
the secretary called the roll or that a meet- 
ing was dismissed with the watchword, 
That is standard operating procedure in all 
gatherings and does not constitute news. 
What the reader does like to learn is that 
on a certain date one of the circles will be 
hosts to representatives of all the churches 
in the county. That’s news. A newspaper 
publishes the highlights of a meeting, not 
the detailed minutes as taken by the sec- 
retary for the permanent record book. 

The Clipper is extremely forunate in 
having a society editor as conscientious and 
capable as Mrs. J. D., Whitman. In her work 
at Whitman Drug she is in as good a posi- 
tion as anyone in town to report the arri- 
vals and departures of folks around Elba. 
lf she doesn’t belong to an organization, 
Mrs, Whitman is on friendly terms with 
members who report the group's activities 
to her. Her congenial and helpful attitude 
are well-known in Elba. 

When she turns in her “opy, we do our 
best to print all of it as is, within the limits 
imposed by good newspapering and fin- 
ances. While we know some of our readers 
do not like the way we cut a story, we 
hope their harsh judgement of our editing 
will be tempered with this knowledge of a 
weekly paper’s financial limitations and 
our own efforts to put out a “newsy” 
publication, 


With the start of the regular session 
of the legislature last week, representatives 
and senators introduced bills and constitu- 
tional amendments by the hatfulls.

He would then be reidenti- 
fied and be eligible to vote. It would not 
cost the voter anything and would go a long 
way toward assuring him that his ballot 
wouldn’t be cancelled out by a “phantom 
vote.”

This was an educational and economical 
wrong move. 

It centralized authority is needed in 
the state department of education to insist 
on wise use of school money and transpor- 
tation, the state department should be giv- 
en authority to deal with situations like 
this which undoubtedly crop up in other 
counties. Otherwise there will be no limit 
to the amount of money needed for educa- 
tion and school buses. 

When we are convinced consolidation 
of schools is being advanced as rapidly as 
reactical, and transportation is being han- 
dled as economically as possible, we will be 
100 per cent Sor more money for education 

Covernor Folsom already has pointed 
out the way to get part of the needed funds. 
He advocates raising money for schools 
locally by putting a fair assessed valuation 
on property. His plan calls for assessing 
buildings and land at 25 to 40 per cent of 
their market value instead of the ridicu- 
lously low rate now employed. Statewide, 
it is estimated this reevaluation would put 
$26 million in the treasury for schools.

Regardless of how these issues came 
out Tuesday, tempers in the legislature can 
be counted on to mount with the mercury 
in the thermometer outside. Legislative 
lines will become more tighly drawn and 
the fighting will grow more bitter as hot 
weather approaches. In the end, you can ex- 
pect to see Governor Folsom stumping the 
state for passage of his constitutionar 
amendments when it comes time for the 
voters to decide the many crucial issues.
